CANTON, March 81.—In this lowering, 
gay weather of the half season, Canton is 
anything but an agreeable place. The air 
fs gO heavy and close that one breathes 
with difficulty, and dampness saturates the 
aipand everything one touches. Even wood- 
enchairs are clammy to the touch, the stones 
are wet, and tiled floors hold moisture day 
and night, looking as if they had just had 
water thrown on them. Yet this gray 
weather is better than the weather to fol- 
low, when the thermometer slowly rises be- 
yond the 100 degree mark, and the air re- 


mains as heavy and thick to breathe. 


These first showers and dampness with a 
higher temperature bring Canton’s smells 
to their fullest powers, and in threading 


= thé narrow aisles of streets breath often 
Jeaves one at the odors that rise up and 


assail one. The stones are slippery under 
foot, and if one tries to walk any distance 
where the shops are thickest, he must bal- 
anee and step carefully, as if on ice, dodging * 
Ge howling coolies, who stagger through 
@ labyrinth with heavy loads on’ their 
@oulder poles.

maar the Shameen have not changed in 
twenty years—the same lofty, stone floored 
fooms on the ground floor, with a steep 
stairway leading to showrooms above. 
Nothing seems attractive in the general 
reek and gloom, the smell of oiled paper 
and mat wrappings, of fresh lacquer’and 
pig’s blood varnish overriding any incense 
odors of the morning.

out by wholesale. Drawn thread work has

RUSSIA SECRETLY 


Been Followed by Wholesale 
Executions in Many Cities. 


LIST OF 600 IN WARSAW, 


Gen. Kouropatkin Sends Dispatch to 
Czar Telling of the Position of 


Main Japanese Armies, 


BIG BATTLE IS EXPECTED SOON, 


BULLETIN, 

CHEFOO, May 26, 11 a. m.—A junk, which 
left Dalny on the night of the 234 and ar 
rived today, reports that the Japanese army 
reached Sansuripo, north of Dalny, that the 
Russtans offered a stubborn resistance, and 
that a battle was fought at noon on the 22d, 
the result of which has not been learned.

LONDON, May 26, 3 a. m.—The Standard 
publishes a dispatch from a Russian cor- 
respondent, in whom, the paper says, it 
places great confidence, containing most 
sensational statements regarding the alarm- 
ing condition of Russia as a result of the 
war. 

The correspondent asserts that disturbances 
in various cities have been followed by 
wholesale executions without any civil trial. 
It is stated that 600 persons have been 
hanged in Warsaw alone and that many 
others have been hanged in Cronstadt and 
Moscow, 

Eighty Secretly Buried. 

At the latter place the troops buried eighty 
coffins containing the bodies of those whe 
had been hanged. The bedies were buried 
secretly, in the dead of niglit, presumabiy 
in the woods. 


Says Business Is Paralyzed. 

This correspondent asserts that the war 
has resulted in the utter paralysis of all 
business and says that even the most sober 
minde@ are drawing ominous conclusions 
from the significant fact that regiments sta- 
tioned in European Russia have been Te- 
tained in their places and that only reserves 
have been mobilized for the front. 

The Standard, in an editorial, says it pub- 
lishes this correspondent’s statements under 
all reserve, but it thinks there are many in- 
dications, such, for instance, as the sinking

Reasons for Refusing Permit. .

It should 
be at least ten feet. 

The building does not comply with the sec- 
tion of the ordinance requirfng three open 
spaces around it. 

There is only one stairway for the first 
and second gallery, when the ordinance pro- 
vides that each gallery shall havé a sep- 
arate entrance from the street level. 

In the entrance to the balcony there are 
five stairs in a group, while the ordinance 
says there shall not be less than six. 

There is one common exit and entrance 
from all the floors and galleries, while the 
ordinance demands a distinct and separate 
entrance for each floor, balcony, and gal- 
lery.

FIND THIEF ANDGEMS 


Police of Providence, R. L., Arrest 
J. W. Kiser’s Butler, Herbert. 


RECOVER $15,000 PLUNDER. 


Man to Produce Other $3,000 and Re- 
turn Without Extradition. 


Stephen Herbert, butler, enjoyed for less 
than a week the possession of $18,000 worth 
of diamonds and jewels which he stole from 
Mrs. John W. Kiser, 8355 Michigan avenue. 
Herbert was arrested yesterday while walk- 
ing in Weybosset street, Providence, R. I., 
and in his pockets the stolen jewelry to the 
amount of $15,000 was found. 

Capt. Cannon of the Providence detective 
bureau and a squad of detectives made the 
capture, The prisoner has volunteered to’ 
return to Chicago without extradition pa- 
pers and has promised to recover the re- 
maining $3,000 worth of jewels, which he has 
placed in pawn in New York. That will re- 
store the whole amount of the theft. 

Chief O'Neill of this city has been notified 
and an officer will be sent after the prisoner. 


, Tries to Ship Jewelry. 

The Providence officials were attracted to 
Herbert when he displayed some of the jewels 
at pawnshops and made inquiry at an ex- 
press office there regarding terms for ship- 
ping jewelry abroad. It developed that he 
intended to send his booty to Liverpool. 
Herbert aleo was found to be spending money 


lavishly. 

Capt. Cannon trailed the stranger, and, 
finally convinced he answered the descrip- 
tion that had been sent from Chicago, made 
the arrest. Herbert had just arrived in 
Providence from Boston. 

After his arrest the prisoner at first pre- 
tended he was an English nobleman and 
that the jewels were family heirlooms. He 
was indignant, threatened prosecution for 
false arrest, and demanded a lawyer, but 
after he had been subjected to the “third” 
degree, known to Providence officials, he 
confessed and told Capt. Cannon frankly 
how he secured the jewels. 


Tells About the Theft. 

“I was employed by John W. Kiser untila 
week ago last Tuesday, when I had a rumpus 
with him and quit,” said Herbert. 

“ After that I moped around Chicago look- 
ing for a job as butler in some mansion until 
last Friday evening at 7:30 o’clock, when 
I decided to go to the Kiser residence and 
get some things belonging tome. I did not go 
there with the intention of stealing any- 
thing. When I arrived at the house I saw 
Mr. and Mrs. Kiser leaving in an automobile, 
The servants, probably knowing nothing 
about my row with the master, allowed me 
to roam at will about the house. 

* after chatting with some of the girls em- 
ployed about the place I went up to the par- 
lor floor and passed Mrs. Kiser’s room. I 
then was struck with the idea that it would 
be a good scheme to rob her. 


Finds a Key That Fits. : 

“ Entering the bedroom, I tried 4o open a 
Gresser drawer with a key from a bunch I 
carried, but could not do so. Just as I was 
about to give it up as a bad job, Lspied a key 
on another dresser. I tried this one and it 
fitted. . After that it was but small work for 


me to fill my pockets with the jewelry in the 
drawer. I think I must have secured about 
$18,000 or $20,000 worth. 

“IT left the house by the front door and 
went at once to the Polk street railroad 
depot, where I boarded a train for New York. 
In New York I pawned about $3,000 worth of 
the stuff for §600, arid this morning came to 
this city.” 

_ Advertises for a Partner. 

_On his arrival in Providence, Herbert is re- 
ported to have secured a room in the Hotel 
Dorrance and then inserted an advertisement 
in a paper asking for a man of means to join 
him in establishing a tailoring shop. 

He deposited the $600 he received from 
New York pawnbrokers in a Providence bank 
and prepared to ship the stolen jewelry to 
England. The Providence detectives heard 
about a man displaying a large amount of 
jewelry in pawnshops and about the ni- 
quiries at the express office, and the arrest 
‘followed, 

Kiser Family Rejoice. 

The news of the capture of the butler and 
the recovery of the jewels reached Chicago 
and was conveyed to-Mr. Kiser at the Wash- 
ington Pagk club, where he, and his wife 
were spending the evening with a patty of 
friends. The rejoicing over the good fortune 

*then became general. 

“This is better luck than I expected,” 
said Mr. Kiser. “ I was sure the butler would 
be captured, but to.get the jewels at the same 
time is more than I had hoped for. I con- 
gratulate Capt. Cannon on the capture. I 
offered a reward of $500 for the arrest and 
conviction of the culprit and ‘a suitable-re- 
ward’ for the recovery of the jewels.”

Another attack upon a young woman in a 
thickly populated part of the residence sec- 
tion of this city, near Yale college, has 
caused a great stir. , 

Shortly after dark this evening a Wwe 


.dressed woman was attacked near the place 


where a daughter of Prof. Richards of Yale 
was seized last Thursday night. Not far 
away was the dark street in which Augusta 
Peterson, a domestic, had struggled with 
an assailant two or three weeks ago. 

Thomas 8. Stewart, alias Ten Eyck, a 
negro, was arrested late tonight as a sus- 
pect and is held on the charge of drunken- 
ness. His description tallies with that given 
by the victims of the three assaults. 


Yale Students Give Chase. 


The place where the woman was attacked 
is near the Sheffield school buildings, and 
the outcries of the woman attracted scores 
of Yale men, who joined in the hunt for the 
culprit, but without success. 

The daughter of Prof. Richards was at- 
tacked in Humphrey street, and the assault 
on the Peterson girl took place in Prospect 
street. Both young women were badly in- 
jured. Today’s assault was committed in 
Canal street. 

All By One Man. 

The authorities of the city, as well as the 
faculty of Yale, are convinced that one per- 
son is responsible for all three of the attacks, 
and they believe he is either insane or a cun- 
ning degenerate. 

It has been intimated that the culprit may 
be neither a negro nor a thug, but a person 
who knows the neighborhood thoroughly, 
and who “ makes up” for the occasion. If 
this theory be true a tremendous sensation 
is likely to develop at any time. 


Latest Attack Is Daring. 

Two young women, Ida and Anna Otis, 
sisters, were standing in their doorway in 
Prospect street during a shower this even- 
ing. Both noticed a tall woman hurrying 
across the viaduct at Canal and Prospect 
streets. A few paces behind her was a short, 
thick set man hurrying as if to catch up 
with her. A moment later the woman 
screamed. The Misses Otis cried out. Their 
calls were heard by the students, who, as 
has been stated, joined in the chase.

starting at @ o’clock this morning swept 
through Yazoo City, Miss, burning a strip 
-of buildings twelve blocks long and three 
blocks wide... The burned district includes 
the whole business section, as well as many 
residences. AH the banks, business houses, 
newspaper offices, the postoffice, the court- 
house, and the city hall, all churches, and 
hundrede of residences were destroyed., The 
logs is roughly estimated at more than 
$1, 000, 000. 

Thre fire started in Wise Bros. general mer- 
chandise store, in the middle of the principal 
business street, and spread in every direc- 
tion. The water supply was poor and the 
flames were soon beyond the control of the 
fire department. 

Jackson ‘was then appealed to for assist- 
‘ance, and:sent two companies by a speciai 
train, which made the forty-five miles in 
forty minutes, The whole town was in a 
blaze by then and doomed to destruction. 
The telegraph and telephone offices were 
all burned early, but by noon the Cumber- 
land Telephone company had rigged up an 
exchange in the outskirts of the town, and 
in' that way the news came to Jackson. 


_, Mayor Is Badly Injured. 

Mayor Holmes was among those badly in- 
jured during the day, but during the after- 
noon he called upon Gov. Vardaman to send 
troops to tect goods and wares from de- 
struction. v. Vardaman left by the first 
train for the scene, accompanied by Adjt. 
Gen. Fridge, and wired the military com- 
panies of Greenwood to meet him there. 

At 7 o’clock tonight telegraph communi- 
cation was reéstablished and it was stated 
that the residence district was then in full 
blaze, and that there was no telling where 
it would stop. The loss was then placed at 
more than $1,000,000, and the burned dis- 
trict covers more than twelve by three 
blocks, as reported by telephones. Relief 
committees are being organized to assist the 
homeless and destitute. One hundred fam- 
ilies are without shelter. 

Later reports state that every church in 
the town was destroyed. Twenty blocks are 
in ashes, but: Congressman‘John Sharp 
Williams’ home is not injured, being too far 
out. It is unnecessary to name the business 
houses burned, as all of them were destroyed 
with their contents. Hundreds of resi- 
dences were burned. 

Two military companies are on guard and 
several persons have been arrested for steal- 
ing salvage. 

Mayor Holmes has called for assistance. 
Groceries are badly needed and the relief 
committee has-Jts hands full. . 


Water Works Are Archaic. 

The city ts putting In a new system of 
water works and the old system, which had 
wooden mains, was wholly inadequate to 
meet the demand. Pipes burst all over the 
city and it was impossible to get the water 
even to the first floors of buildings.

He had been in office but three or four weeks. 

In the afternoon the fire jumped a bayou 
and spread to Latonia, & residence suburb, 
where it destroyed some of the finest homes.

‘Banks Save Their Money. 

Among the bulidings which were not 
burned are the Yazoo county courthouse and 
the Ricks memorial library. Both were in 
the path of the fire, but for some reason 
escaped. 

According to advice received tonight the 
banks succeeded in saving their money and 
securities, the vaults of the banks in*which 
they were locked being fireproof. The gov- 
ernment funds in the postoffice were saved in 
a like manner. 

There has been but one fatality so far as 
known. A white man named Chambless was 


-killed by falling walls, and many persons 


were injured, Mayor Holmes perhaps more 
seriously than any one else.

Yazoo City is a town of 6,000 inhabitants, 
located in the famous Yazoo delta. It is 
forty-five miles from Jackson, on the Yazoo 
and Mississippi Valley railroad. 


TEN MEN DEAD IN TUNNEL 
FROM LOCOMOTIVE SMOKE. 


Miners Were Riding on Cars That Had 
Carried Them in Safety Every Day 
for Many Years. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., May 25.—A telegram re- 
ceived at the Susquehanna Coal company’s 
offices in this city this evening states that 
ten miners were suffocated by gas and sul- 
phur fumes from a small locomotive this 
afternoon in the workings of the Summit 
Branch ©oal company at Williamstown, 
Dauphin county. The victims included 
Michael Golden, general inside foreman of 
the company, and nine miners and laborers. 

The tunnel in which the disaster occurred 
is one mile in length. The men employed 
in the mines in the Bear valley, who reside 
in Williamstown, have made it a practice 
for years to ride to and from their work on 
the trips of cars that are hauled between the 
two valleys by small locomotives. 

The tunnel has been in constant operation 
for more than forty years and this is the 
first accident of any kind that has happened 
in it. It is perfectly free from mine gases 
and the ventilation is so perfect and the air 
current so strong and steady that besides 
being used for hauling cars the tunnel has 
formed one of the intakes that furnish air 
to the mines.

BAR ASSOCIATION ASKED TO 
HELP ABOLISH THE HANGMAN. 


Body to Be Called Upon to Vote a Resolu- 
tion at Bloomington Today—Other 
Reforms Are Advocated, 


Bloomington, Ill., May 25.—[Special.j— 
Members of the State. Bar association, now 
in session here, will be called upon tomorrow 
to express their approval or disapproval vf 
the electric chair as a means of inflicting the 
death penalty in capital cases. 

The following resolution, prepared by 
Elmer E. Rogers, will be introduced: 

Whereas, The execution of the death penalty 
in the states of New York and Ohio is inflicted 
by means of electricity, and it appearing to pen- 
itentiary officials that the substitution of the 
electric chair for the gallows is preferable and 
the scene at éxecutions less revolting to the 
senses, therefore, be it | 

Resolved, That the Illinois State Bar associa- 
tlon recommends that electrocution be substi- 
tuted for hanging In the state of Illinois as the 
means of inflicting the death penalty in the cases 
of condemned murderers and traitors. 

Judge Oliver A. Harker of Champaign read 
the report of the committee on law reform. 
The failure of the practice act, which com- 
prised many reforms in the laws of the state, 
was deplored. The bill was killed on the 
third reading in the last legislature. Recom- 
mendation was made that the practice act 
be brought up before the next legislature. 

The committee also recommended that in 
personal injury cases the plaintiff be re- 
quired, within ninety daye after the accident, 
to furnish the defendant with a written 
notice of action. In many cases suit is not 
commenced until a day or two before the 
time of limitation. This was held to’be an 
injustice upon the defendant, due to the fact 
that witnesses were scattered and evidence 
was lost. i 

It was further recommended that the mat- 
ter of allowing contingent fees in such cases 
be left to the discretion of the judge or the 
jury. No report was made on the p 
increase of the federal judiciary for the 
Seventh circuit; as it was announced that 
both branches of congress were opposed to it. 
The annual banquet took place tonight and

Attorney Declares James Gillespie Bene- 
ficiary of Sister’s Policy—McDonald 
Case Will Soon Go to the Jury.

The state was 
not bound to prove motive, but abundant 
motive had been shown. Hatred and revenge 
and property interests, all point solely to 
these defendants.

Donald murder trial today. The fallure of 
McDonald to go on the stand in his own be- 
half has caused a good deal of comment.

CITY MUST. NOT GAMBLE. 
The city of Chicago cannot gamble with | 
the Union Traction company. A represen- 
J tative of that corporation says it will recon- 
struct and improve its system if granted a 
twenty years’ indeterminate license, the city 
to have the right after ten years to take over 
* all the rights and properties of the road on 
the payment of just compensation. It is 
stipulated that if the courts shall decide 
that the company has any rights under the 
ninety-nine year law the city shall pay for 
them. 
If the city were to accept the propositién 
of the company and the Supreme court were 
eG to hold that the latter has rights under the 
"> -minety-nine year law in parts of some 
_streets, the company would put a valuation 
on them if the city offered to buy’ which 
“would be excessive, extravagant, not to be 
entertained by the municipality. The com- 
pany would remain in possession until the 
twenty years of the license had run out, and

It is a sine qua non with the city that 
the traction companies shall waive all claims 
under the ninety-nine year law.

DRAINAGE BOARD ELECTRICITY. 

There have been reasons for thinking that: 
the drainage board might decide to give pri- 
vate corporations the opportunity of buying 
the electrical energy which it intends to gen- 
erate at its Lockport and Joliet works. Any 
such policy would go athwart the public 
sentiment which carried to the legislature 
the act empowering the drainage board to 
tax its territory for the purpose of construct- | 
ing the works in question. 

When the bill for this act was taken down 
to Springfield it provided simply for the 
production of electrical energy along the 
course of the eanal and for the sale of such 
energy to the municipal corporations lying 
within the territory paying drainage board 
taxes. The whole agitation for the act was 
based upon the theory that the drainage 
board was Chicago’s agent for the construc- 
tion of a drainage canal and that the by- 


products of that canal should revert at cost 


price to the people who had paid taxes for 
No other theory was discussed. 
_ It is not surprising, therefore, that some 


Who tacked on the rider? What interests 


insinuated into the act the possibility of di? 
verting to private profit a valuable public 


asset? 
It may be that if the drainage board could 


produce more power than was necessary for 
the needs of the city there might be wisdom 
in selling the surplus to private consumers. - 


It is clear, however, that the needs of the 


city. should come first and the needs of the 
private consumers second. The law ought to 


have provided that no power should be sold. 


to private consumers till all municipal re- 


quirements had been satisfied. At present, 


in consequence of the rider which has been 


described, the drainage board is free to sell 
to any one it pleases without reserving for 
the city amy prior rights of any kind. 

The drainage board trustees state that 
no formal application for electrical energy 
has as yet been presented to them from any 
private source. If a convincing public senti- 


ment is aroused it is probable that no such 
application will ever be presented. But 


there must be the convincing public senti- 
ment. Otherwise Chicago may see itself de- 


prived of the electrical power which, pro- 


duced by its agent, might be delivered to it 
at cost price for the lighting of its streets 
and for other municipal purposes. 


MR. BAER AGAIN. 

President Baer of the Reading Coal and 
Iron company said’to the lawyer who was 
interrogating him, “ We shall hold up the 
price of coal just as long as the people will 
pay it. You sell your legal services the 
same way, I presume.” 

That would have been a fair retort if the 
conditions had been the same. The lawyer 
has a right to sell his services for all he 
can get for them. If clients do not like his 
prices they can go to somebody else. The 
individual producer, whether he be a farm- 
er, a manufacturer of shoes or steel rails, 
or the owner of a coal mine, has a legal 
right to put what price he pleases on his 
products, even though it be so high that 

body can touch them. He has a right to 
‘harge all that the consumer can be made to 
‘pay. He may be a skinflint, but he is within 
his legal rights. So when Mr. Baer says it 
is the rule of the mining company at whose 
head divine providence has been pleased to 
put him to “ charge all the traflic will bear,” 
he is enunciating the rule which governs all 
who have goods or services to sell. | 

The company does not sell its coal at a 
price fixed by itself alone, but at a price 
agreed on by all the coal companies, or the 
railroads which own them. Itis a combine, 
a trust, which determines the price at which 
the coal mined by Mr. Baer’s company shall 
be sold. 

That combine exists in violation of law. 
It breaks the law every time it establishes a 
uniform and high price for the product of 
all the mines. Whoever needs hard coal 
must pay the trust’s price for it or go with- 
out. He who wishes to retain a particular 
lawyer but cannot pay his price can get 
legal assistance elsewhere. ‘That is why 
Mr. Baer’s answer was not-to the point. 


CHURCHES OPPOSING DIVORCE. 

The Presbyterian general assembly has 
enjoined all ministers to refuse to remarry 
persons who have been divorced except for 
causes recognized as scriptural in the stand- 
ards of the church. This action, following 
so close upon that of a similar nature taken 
by the African Methodist church, should 
have a profound influence towards shaping 
future religious and civil legislation on the 
subject of divorce. 

It is appropriate that the churches should 
take most pronounced and radical action on 
the question of divorce. While they do not 
have the settlement of the legal status of 
divorce, and cannot, even by united action, 
place an absolute ban upon divorce and re- 
marriage, still they have a vast influence 
over the conduct and the conscience of the 
race. 

“The law looks at marriage and divorce 
merely as civil institutions. 
posed to interpret the finer feelings of man- 
kind in its regulation of matrimony. The 
church regards marriage as a sacrament in 
which the human and divine elements of life 
are interwoyen. This view of marriage is 
a priceless heritage. And as it is price- 
less, so it should be surrounded with every 
safeguard. The church must be its guard- 
ian. For this reason the churches should 
refuse to recognize the wanton disregard of 
the marriage relation by the laws of the 
various states. 

The action taken by the Presbyterian 
church does not oppose the granting of 
divorces or decrees of separation. It takes 
its stand on'the question of remarriage. This 
prohibition of remarriage must not be con- 
sidered merely as a punitive measure for 
man’s folly.’ It is in the interests of justice. 
It recognizes that duty as well as love is an 
element of matrimony, and that the latter 
must be observed even when the former 
may have ceased to exist. One of the 
great evils of the present laxity of divorce 
laws is that a man can easily set aside the 
duties he assumed when he entered wedlock, 
and, by the trickeries of law, can give to 
some other woman the support to which his 
first wife and his first family are entitled.

‘LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY |

ING EDWARD has been taken to task 

by the London Times editorially for 
his altogether too conciliatory atti- 
tude towards the Irish people on the 
ground that it is likely to imbue the 
inhabitants of the Emerald isle with alto- 
gether fallacious ideas and hopes concerning 
the policy of his government and reminding 
him that no matter what his personal sym- 
pathies may be he is bound by the restric- 
tions Incumbent upon a constitutional ruler 
and that the policy which will be followed is 
“that of a constitutional ministry supported 
by a parliamentary majority,’’ and then the 
Times proceeds to discant on the unwisdom 
of his saying anything either to the Irish 
or about them, since he cannot afterwards 
“ descend into the arena of controversy to 
protest against illegitimate inferences from 
his words to explain away ambiguities and 
to correct misrepresentations,”’ adding that 
under the circumstances it is well to avoid 
giving the Irish people “ a chance of plung- 
ing into speculations so unfettered by rule.” 

Unless I am much mistaken this is the first 
time since the early portion of the reign of 
Queen Victoria that the London Times has 
ventured thus to read a lecture to the sover- 
eign. In those days the Times was contin- 
ually attacking the king’s father, the late 
prince consort, on account of his alleged un- 
constitutional influence upon the late queen, 
to whom the abuse caused much pain and an- 
noyance. But since then the Times has al- 
ways been the first of the great organs of 
the English press to champion the cause of 
the sovereign against even any suspicion of 
criticism. That the Times should now have 
come out in this fashion against the king is, 
to say the least, remarkable. 

‘ 

One of the results assuredly not intended 
by the Times will be to increase vastly 
the popularity of Edward VII. through- 
out the length and breadth of Erin, 
since the idea that he {fs being assailed by 
the newspaper, which more than any other 
is regarded as the exponent of the views of 
the unionist party, for being too friendly to 
the Irish people cannot fail to appeal to their 
hearts. 

It is likely, too, to attract a considerable 
amount of attention’ abroad, where the 
Times, rightly or wrongly, is always looked 
upon as the principal authority upon English 
affairs and as the voice of the English 
people. 

Prince Hermann Hatzfeldt, who has just 
arrived in this country for the purpose of 
joining the staff of the German embassy at 
Washington, is the eldest son and the heir 
of that Fiirst Hatzfeldt who is likewise duke 
of Trachenberg, the dukedom having been 
conferred upon him by the present emperor 
about four years ago. Prince Hermann’s 
father is also grand cup bearer to the crown 
of Prussia, while Prince Hermann’s mother, 
by birth a Countess Benckendorff, was for 
many years the grand mistress of the house- 
hold _to the late Empress Frederick. The 
Hatzfeldts belong to the nobility who figure 
in Part III. of the Almanach de Gotha, and 
hot to the mediatized houses of Europe enu- 
merated in Part'II. of that volume. 

There is no impediment, therefore, what- 
soever to Prince Hermann’s marrying any 
American girl, who would in that event be 
come at once princess of Hatzfeldt and on 
his father’s death duchess of Trachenherg. 
enjoying in the fullest possible degreg the 
hereditary honors of her husband. While 
the latter is fairly well off he is far from 
rich, and while he has enough wealth to 
shield him from any suspicion of being a 
fortune hunter, yet I do not imagine that 
any serious objection will be offered to the 
dowry that might be brought to him by an 
American bride. 

The prince is a nephew by marriage of 
Baron Saurma, who spent a number of years 
at Washington as German envoy there. That 
is to say, the baron was his uncle by mar- 
riage, the baroness, now divorced, and who 
did not accompany him to Washington, hav- 
ing been Countess Marguerite Hatzfeldt, a 
sister of his father. 

Prince Hermann is only remotely related 
with that Prince Francis Hatzfeldt who mar- 
ried Miss Clara Huntington, and there is no 
intercourse whatsoever between the two 
kinsmen. The prince has other American 
affiliations in his cousins, the children of 
that Count Paul Hatzfeldt who died as Ger- 
man ambassador in London, and who mar- 
ried Miss Helen Moulton of Albany, N. Y., 
whose mother, it may be remembered, was 
the lovely Miss Metz, daughter of the most 
famous of New York dancing masters in the 
early portion of the nineteenth century. 
Céunt Paul*Hatzfeldt left three childrén, 
two of whom survive, the daughter being 
married to Prince Frederick Hohenlohe. 

The house of Hatzfeldt is an ancient one, 
and belongs to what is known as the Hessian 
*‘uradel,”’ that is to say, they were already 
nobles prior to the beginning of history. 
They were created counts of the holy Roman 
empire in the early part of the seventeenth 
century, and were elevated to the dignity of 
prince about 100 years ago. 

They are teNing a good story in Vienna of 
the manner in which a government official 
was called to account the other day for the 
disgraceful conditions of the roads leading 
to Lainz, the suburban palace built for the 
late empress of Austria, and now the home 


of her younger daughter, Archduchess 
Valerie. The emperor makes a point of 


driving ‘out to see his daughter, her chil- 
dren, and her husband, Archduke Francis 
Salvator, almost every afternoon, either 
from Vienna or from Schoenbrunn. 

About a fortnight ago the official in ques- 
tion received an impérial command to betake 
himself to the castle of Lainz, with an in- 
timation that a court carriage would be 
sent to bring him to the palace. Amazed 
by this token, as he believed it, of imperial 
favor and distinction, and with all sorts of 
golden visions dancing before his eyes, he 
hastily donned his finest gold embroidered 
uniform and took his seat in the open car- 
riage which had been sent for him. 

The coachman, who had evidently received’ 
special instructions, made a point of driving 
in such a fashion as to splash the occupant 
of the carriage with mud. Indeed, when the 
equipage reached the palace horses, vehicle, 
and the dignitary in question were alike cov- 
ered with mud. Before he could rearrange 
his attire he was hurried into the presence 
of Archduke Francis Salvator, who cut short 
his profuse apologies for his appearance with 
a curt remark to the effect: 

“My father-in-law, the emperor, wished 
me to let you know that each time he comes 
out to see us here he arrives in much the same 
condition. as you are now, thanks to the con- 
dition .of the roads. That's all,” and. with 
that he indicated to him that the audience 
was at an end. 

The official in question retired, profoundly 
crestfallen, made his way home as best he 
could, and it is needless to remark that since 
then the roads have been put in such apple 
pie condition that there is no longer the 
slightest pretext for complaint. 

Is it coincidence or is it fate? But the fact 
remains that the anniversary of the death of 
the first Napoleon at St. Helena is the one 
and the only day in the year when the setting 
sun appears framed within the curve or arch- 
way of the Are de Triomphe at Paris. The 
other day, when the eighty-third anniversary 
of the great emperor’s death was being com- 
memorated, the same phenomena appeared 
and was witnessed by an immense crowd 
which had assembled in order to see it, inthe 
Champs Elysée, the spectacle from the Place 
de la Concorde being a particularly beautiful 
and striking one. 


It is*now all settled that Sir Francis Bertie 
(pronounced “ Bartie’’), at present am- 
bassador at Rome, will succeed Sir Edmund 
Monson as ambassador at Paris, where Lady 
Feo Bertie will find herself at home, having 
been born at the British embassy at Paris 
when her father, Lord Cowley, was am- 
bassador there in the deys of Napoleon ITI. 
Sir Nicholas O’Conor, who was for a time 
first secretary and chargé d'affaires at Wash- 
ington, and who is married to a niece of the 
duke of Norfolk, is to succeed Sir Frank as 
ambassador at Rome, a welcome change 
from,.Constantinople, where he has been sta- 
tioned as envoy for several years. Sir Will- 
iam Goschen, now minister at Copenhagen, 
is to be promoted to the ambassadorship at 
Constantinople.

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


CENTURY OF CARICATURE. 
History of a Hundred Years by the 
Satiric Artists of the Time, 

A most interesting series of articles has 
been running through the Bookman ior sev-. 
eral months past upon the art of caricature 
as practiced by the great masters of satiric 
humor. These papers, by Arthur Bartlett 
Maurice, assistant editor of the Bookman, 
and Frederic Tabor Cooper, have now been 
brought out in book form with the title,““THE 
HISTORY OF THE NINETEENTH CEN- 
TURY IN CARICATURE,” by Dodd, Mead & 
Co. of New York, and the volume fairly well 
lives up to its title, for in these pictures by 
English, French, and American artists may 
be traced the chief movements and events 
of the last century. 

In its division into parts the work naturally 
begins with the Napoleonic era, which is fol- 
lowed by the period from Waterloo to the end 
of the Crimean war. Our own civil war and 
the Franco-German struggle are next consid- 
ered, while part four is devoted to “* the end 
of the century.”’ This last includes the Boer 
war and the Dreyfus case. The several hun- 
dred illustrations gathered from rare prints, 
handbills, lampoons, and the old files of 
newspapers and magazines cover the whole 
field of caricature from Gilray down to the 
artists of the present time, and reflect the 
varying shades of partisan satire in their 
most pungent and biting qualities. Aside 
from their political significance, this pano- 
rama of humor is interesting as showing the 
development of the art they illustrate and 
how the public taste has drawn away from 
the obscene and brutal work of the eariy days 
of the nineteenth century and been elevated 
to an appreciation of the most subtle and 
delicate art of the present time. 

Napoleon was the first great target of the 
caricaturists, and the shafts of the French 
and English artists of his day were largely 
aimed at him and his ambitions. Louis 
Philippe was a good second, and then the 
rise of Punch in England brought on a long 
list of notable fusillades at the various Brit- 
ish prime ministers, from Lord John Rus- 
sell and Palmerston down to Gladstone and 
Lord Salisbury. In the meanwhile America 
had attracted the attention of Punch, and 
many were the bitter and sometimes just 
flings which we swallowed because of slav- 
ery and other institutions. 

Our own early eseays in caricature were 
crude things, both in idea and execution, at 
the best, and it was not until Nast came with 
his whimsical crayon that much of striking 
merit was done. Since then, asin other mat- 
ters, America has led in caricature, while 
the English have stood still and the great 
race of French artists has died out. About 
the time of Nast our artists in this line got 
out of the narrow rut of local caricature and 
embraced the whole world in theirart. Now 
it is a poor daily newspaper which has not 
a cartoonist whose work attracts wide at- 
tention. And it is the American newspaper 
which has developed the art and raised its 
standard, for the weekly and the monthly’ 
publication has been left far behind in the 
race. 

In Germany of late years Fliegende Blatter 
and some of its contemporaries have shown 
great daring and originality, combined with 
splendid draftsmanship, but in France the 
caricature of today is not to be compared 
with what it was from 1845 to 1880. It has 
degenerated artistically and morally, al- 
though there are occasional flashes of the 
old genius. 

But, able and instructive as the letter 
press is, the chief feature of this book is 
its illustrations, which really give one a 
fair idea of the history of the last century. 
It is a valuable reproduction of the chief 
examples of caricature almost from the be- 
ginning of the art to the present.day. 


Book for Sunday School Teachers. 


The revival of interest in Sunday school work, 
for which the University of Chicago is responsible, 
is taking shape in the bible training course for 
teachers of children. The chief objection raised to 
Sunday schools has been the inexperienced teach- 
ers. A correspondence c@urse in bible instruction 
is being conducted by Georgia Louise Chamber- 
lain, and her book, ‘‘ An Introduction to the Bible 
for Teachers of Children,’’ has just been brought 
out by the University of Chicago press. It is a 
text book, treating the subject as though it were 
a matter: of secular education, and it is highly 
adapted for the purpose. 


Lord Windsor’s Life of Constable. 


Charles Scribner’s Sons have imported “ Con- 
stable ’’ in their series of the makers of British art. 
In this volume Lord Windsor has treated the 
great nineteenth century master of English land- 
scape art in a most sympathetic appreciation. 
Aside from his tlluminating comments of the chief 
examples of Constable’s work the author brings 
forward not a little new information concerning 
the artist, and enlivens his pages with some 
sprightly anecdotes. There are nineteen plates 
and a portrait in the volume. 


John Henry Needs the Money. 


John Henry, the gay young man whose slancty 
accounts of his own exploits and experiences have, 
according to the pubHshers, delighted no iess 
than 408,000 admiring readers, appears in a new 
role in “I Need the Money” (G. W. Dillingham 
company). In this, the latest volume by ** High 
McHugh,”’ otherwise George V. Hobart, John 
Henry finds out that his Uncle Peter is rapidly 
decreasing a fat bank account trough the kindly 
efforts of the bookmakers.

Harrison Grey Fiske and James K. Hackett 
were the originators of the laudable under- 
taking, it being their conviction that both 
the art and the business of the theater would 
fare better if not fn the hands of a single 
corporation. Competition, they believed, 
was the saving power in the theatrical world. 
They succeeded for atime. They secured a 
chain of theaters where the “ independents *’ 
could be booked, and at one time there were 
thirty high class attractions ready to join 
the independent ranks. The unexpected 
union of the Stair and Havlin circuit with 
the syndicate made the carrying out of the 
plans of the independents impossible. The 
withdrawal of Weber and Fields and of 
Maurice Campbell still further crippled the 
independents, and now Mr. Hackett has 
gone over to the syndicate. The spirit back 
of the undertaking was an admirable one, 
and Mr. Fiske and his companions fough:‘ 
bravely and unselfishly for the cause which 
they believed was the right one. The bad 
season and a succession of unlooked for cir- 
cumstances have made their failure inevit- 
able, and the syndicate continues now on its 
way as before. 


Relative to the dissolution of the independ- 
ent agency, Mrs. Fiske yesterday made the 
following statement: 

“ Since the recent demise of the Independ- 
ent Booking agency, many pleasant and 
warming things have been written of Mr. 
Fiske’s conduct fn the matter, and his faith- 
ful and consistent championship of the inde- 
pendent movement. It is impossible not to 
feel a sense of satisfaction in the reading of 
these kind words. There is, however, an 
impression that the collapse of the inde- 
pendent party is a blow to Mr. Fiske person- 
ally. I shall be grateful if I am allowed to 
correct such an impression. Mr. Fiske’s 
personal interests in the theater are con- 
cerned solely with me and my enterprises— 
the manifestations of the sympathy and 
priceless help which I have depended upon 
since my return to the stage:

BENEVOLENCESOF 
CHURCH MERGED 


Methodist General Conference 
Takes Radical and Revo- 
lutionary Action. 


CHICAGO’S NEW BISHOP. 


The Rev. Dr. McDowell, Who 
Comes to This City, Consid- 
_ ered a Strong Man. 


Los Angeles, Cal., May 25.—[Special.]—The 
present general conference, in spite of its 
initial promise to the contrary, will assuredly 
be regarded as the most revolutionary of re- 
cent years. After a protracted and spirited 
debate, covering the better part of two whole 
sessions, the conference adopted a plan for 
consolidating the benevolences of the church 
into three groups. These groups are respect- 
ively the foreign missionary, the home mis- 
sionary, and the educational. 

The foreign missionary, as its name im- 
plies, deals with evangelistic and educational 
effort in foreign fields. The home missionary 
includes what was the work of the church 
extension society, and the educational group 
includes not only the work of the board of 
education but also the work of the Freed- 
men’s Aid and Southern Education society, 
and of the Sunday School Union and Tract 
society. 

The ‘church has for years been agitating 
for a better grouping of benevolent interests. 
The temper of this general conference was 
largely in favor of it, but it is questionable 
whether any one thought so radical a meas- 
ure as the one proposed could possibly be 
adopted. It may be that the discussion was 
responsible. 


Opposition from Secretaries. 


As was natural, the secretaries of the 
benevolences a were opposed to con- 
solidation. One of them urged with great 
cogency that the societies were a providen- 
tial development in the church, but the fact 
that they were secretaries, so far from giv- 
ing their words weight, only produced the 
impression that they were contending for a 
personal perquisite. 

The adoption of the plan, however, will 
not interfere with the secretaryships as they 
now stand, for the report expressly provides 
a commission to make adjustments during 
the coming quadrennium. 

In the assignment of the bishops an t- 
tempt was made to debate some of the rec- 
ommendations of the cemmittee. The con- 
ference decided, however, that a debate «n 
so personal a subject would be in bad taste. 
The recommendation of the committee*was 
therefore adopted without change. The as- 
signments are as follows:

Firm Stand on Divorce. 


(BY THE REV. 8. 6. GILSON.)] 

Buffalo, N. Y., May’ 25.—(Special.J—A 
whirling fight was precipitated unexpectedly 
on the Presbyterian general assembly as 
soon as it convened this morning in the 
movement to *doctor’’ the unsatisfactory 
action on marriage and divorce. «The resolu- 
tion was presented by the Rev. Dr. Samuel 
lac tg Young of Pittsburg, and is as fol- 
ows: 

Resolved, That the following recommendation 
be added to the report on marriage and divorce: 

That, recognizing the comity which should exist 
between churches represemted in the interchurch 
conference, acknowledging as they do the law of 
Christ alone as supreme, we advise each minister 
under the authority of the assembly to refuse to 
unite in marriage any member of any such church’ 
whose marriage is known to such minister to be 
prohibited by the laws of the church in which such 
person holds membership, unless euch minister be- 
lieves that in the pecullar circumstances of a given 
case his refusal would do injustice to an innocent 
person who has been divorced for ecriptural 
reasons, 


Gen. Prime Dissents. 


Gen. Ralph E. Prime at once, with great 
‘heat, opposed the resolution, and held that 
“the Presbyterian church has nothing to 
do with the question of comity, and weshould 
cease meddling with matters which do not 
belong to us.”’ 

After an exciting debate the resolution 
was carried. 

‘It is another anti-tobacco resolution and 
each preacher will do as he pleases under the 
blanket clause, ‘ peculiar circumstances,’ ”’ 
declared Gen. Prime to THE TRIBUNE cor- 
respondent. 

An attempt was made to pass a resolution

terial Reduction in Forces, Except 
in Shops—Surplus Due to Falling Of 
__?m Business After Great Yearly In- 
erease in Number of Employes—Six

The reduction in operating forces on the 
western roads has not heen as extensive as is 
reported to have been made on the eastern 
Hnes. The Santa Fé, for example, reports it 
has made no material reduction in its work- 
ing forces, except in the shops, where lesa 
work is being done hecause there is enough 
rolling stock to handle the present business. 

“No such conditions confront us now 4s 
did in 1893,” said Assistant to the President 
Jensen. “ Business on our lines, while not 
as large as formerly, is still good, and we 
feel that by the end of this year we shall 
have another boom.” 


Reductions Are Not Radical. 
President Winchell of the Rock Island said: 
“In common with -most other western 

roads we have been compelled to make-re- 


auctions in our working forces, but they are 


radical as reported. Business has 
off materially, and I wish we could 
retrench more than we have done, but we 


sary to handié the business safely and 
promptly. It would not pay a railroad com- 
pany to retrench to such an extent as to 
cripple ite service.” 

Duties the period of activity of transporta- 
tion interests, from 1898 to 1008, there was an 
inerease {n the number of railroad employés 
at the rate of from 50,000 to 120,000 a year. 
In 1898 the increase was 6.20 per cent and in 
1902 it wae 118 per cent. In the same period

New York, May 25.—The interstate com- 
merce commission continued its inquiry into 
the methods of the coal carrying roads today.

‘mission. Mr. Truesdale said the price of 
Lackawanna coal at tidewater was fixed by 
the officers of the company. The fact that 
prices were uniform he explained by saying 
that one company would follow the lead of 
‘another. 

“For instance,” said Mr. Truesdale, “ if 
any company fixes a low price the Lacka- 
wanna would be foolish not to meet it; also 
if the price was high, it would not be good 
business for the Lackawanna to decline to 
make its prices accordingly.” 

- Mr. Truesdale insisted that prices were not 
determined by formal agreements. He did 
‘not know it to be a fact that the circulars of 
various companies were dated on identical 
‘days and went into effect on identical days. 
He knew it was against the law to maintain 
a fixed schedule of coal prices and for that 
" reason the price was not fixed. 
Mr. Truesdale said that in spite of the coal

To Commissioner Prouty, Mr. Truesdale 
said his company carried more coal west and 
north than to tidewater. He denied that 
there was no actual competition where the 
circular prices are maintained.< There is 
competition for producing fields, sales fields, 
and for other advantages, he said. 

Asked how it was that if there was a Lacka- 
wanna dividend of 7 per cent last year, it 
is necessary to make an average increase of 
50 cents a ton for coal this year, President 
Truesdale said: “ Conditions of other busi- 
—_— as well as our own affect the price of 
coal.”’ 

Replying to a series of questions by Com- 
missioner Clements, the witness said the 
companies have well defified information re- 
garding prices before they are fixed. They 
have no common source of information about 


prices, but the information is accurate 
enough for all purposes.
